SELECTMEN VOTE

SEW TELEPHONE 
ELECTRONIC DEVICE 


The transistor, the revolutionary 
electronic device invented at Bell 
Telephone Laboratories, is the 
heart of a new telephone system 
which promises to bring more and 
better telephone service to the nat- 
jon's rural areas—without adding 
more telephone lines. 


ine with each other and can oper- 
ate economically over distances as 
short as five miles. Other systems 
not using the transistor have been 
able to do this economically only 
over much longer distances. 

An experimental model of the 
gew system is now being installed 
for a trial in a typical farming com- 
munity near Americus, Georgia, a- 
bout 135 miles south of Atlanta, 
The Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany is participating in the trial. 

The transistor - a tiny rugged 
device which can do most of the 
things a vacuum tube can do but 
requires only minute amounts of 
power— has privously been used 
in some telephone apparatus. This 
is the first complete system of tel- 
ephome equipment, however, which | 
will use these new electronic devic- 
€s. 


More than 300 transistors will be 
used in the equipment on trial in 
Americus. Advantage will be taken 
of the lower power requirements 
and the reduction in size of var- 
ious parts which the transistor of- 
fords. This is expected to result in 
cutting the overall size of the eq- 
uipment to about one-tenth of what 
it would be if vacuum tubes and 
their related equipment were used. 

It is this reduction in size and 
power requirements made _pos- 
sible by the transistor that has 
enabled “engineers to design a sys- 
tem economical for sueh short dis- 
tances. In this system, the trans- 
istors will require so little electric 

: power that the batteries needed

Trout fishermen who latch onto 
a few of the 53,450 over-sized 
browns, brookies and rainbows now 
being stocked in the Shawsheen 
and Ipswich rivers and Nashoba 
brook will likely find their catch 
“carrying numbered metal: tags on 
their jaws. 

No matter whether your catch is 
small or large (many of the tish be~ 
ing stocked run up to 20 inches), 
it’s vitally important that you send 
that tag in right away. You can 
either send it to the Fisheries Sec- 


tion, Phillips Wildlife Lab., Upton, 


or leave it in one of the collection 
bottles which will be spotted a- 
‘round popular fishing spots on tne 
Streams under study. If you send 
your tag to Upton, include date and 
location of capture if remhembered. 
If you caught so many fish you 
can't recall where or when, send 
those tags/in anyway, it means 
more and better trout fishing in the 


}/future, 


Part of a fisheries investigation 
conducted by the Massacnusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Game, us- 
ing funds from the “Dingell-John-

how sensitive it must be in a child? 

The judge on Dragnet ordered this 
little boy placed in a foster home. 
The mother prostested’not at losing 
the child, but paying for this board. 
The sympathy of all unselfish per- 
sons watching that play was with the 
young lawyer, whose office and 
books were ruined, the police, who 
had to dig even in’garbage pails for 
clues, to lead them to the culprit, 
and the little unloved unwanted boy.

ADDRESSOGRAPH MACHINE 
IN, OPERATION. 


The Addressograph machine, 

chased by vote, of the town for 
$4500 in 1953, has now een set up, 
and is in operation, on a tempor- 
acy basis, until the decision is fin- 
ally made as to the place where it 
will be ultimately located, in the 
Town Hall. 

At the present time there are two 
difficulties with the machine, both 
of which ate expected to be over- 


come. > 

The machine, in operation, is 
thought to be too, noisy, and a de- 
cision will. have to be made as to 
whether a special room will be 
built, to reduce the noise, or whet- 
ther other steps will have to be 
taken, One proposal is that the 
machine be operated in the even-

CRONIN BROTHERS 
OLD GRAVEL PIT 


J. J. Cronin Brothers, of North 
Reading, operators of a road buil- 
ding and. heavy construction firm 
have purchased the old gravel pit, 
opposite to the town dump, off Sa- 
lem street, and near the North 
Reading line. It is understood that| 
the Cronin Brothers, who now have 
their principal place of business in 
North Reading intend to have a 
storage yard, for heavy equipment, | 
and a gravel,screening plant at the 
site of the old gravel pit, but that 
no more gravel is planned to be 
excavated from the pit. 

The pit purchased by the Cronin 
Brothers is one of the oldest in Wil- 
mington, being originally started 
about 1852, shortly after the Salem 
and Lowell Railroad started oper- 
ations.
